DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-2 have been considered 
but are moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Contrary to the Applicant's arguments, a hernia of the nucleus pulposus of 
the intervertebral disc, or disc hernia, is well known to those of ordinary skill in 
the art. See, for example, Clin Orthop Relat Res. (Physical signs in lumbar disc 
hernia). 

Claim Objections 

The numbering of claims is not in accordance with 37 CFR 1 .126 which 
requires the original numbering of. the claims to be preserved throughout the 
prosecution. When claims are canceled, the remaining claims must not be 
renumbered. When new claims are presented, they must be numbered 
consecutively beginning with the number next following the highest numbered 
claims previously presented (whether entered or not). 

Misnumbered claim 1 been renumbered as claim 2. 

It is unclear whether the Applicant meant to add a new claim, thus having 
two claims, or just meant to have only the newly amended version of claim 1 . The 
Examiner will assume the former just in case. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 
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The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and 
process of making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any 
person skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make 
and use the same and shall set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying 
out his invention. 

Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject 
matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the 
time the application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. The 
specification fails to disclose, "repairing an abdominal wall hernia". 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 
U.S.C. 102 that form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this 
Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in 
public use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in 
the United States. 

Claim 1 remains rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Sharkey et al. (6,099,514). Sharkey et al. discloses that herniations ("fissures") 
can be repaired by injecting fillers, i.e. collagen. The collagen is injected 
dissolved or as a fine slurry (col. 16, lines 50-60).
